Beirut cabinet split 
over control of army 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Lebanon’s new nat- 
ional. unity cabinet was reported to be ser- 
iously divided over the future of the fra- 
gmented national army as the frontlines in 
and around Beirut fell quiet again Saturday. 


Fighting which broke out Friday 
evening in the southern suburbs 
and the nearby mountains sub- 
sided overnight and did not res- 
ume in the morning. 

Beirut press and radio reports 
said the new cabinet, meeting Fri- 
day at President Amin GemayeFs 
summer palace in the village of 
Bekfaya, ran into trouble when it 
broached the thorny question of 
re-organising the army. 

Troops loyal to President Gem- 
ayel have bran fighting opposition 
militias since last September. 
Other units have stayed out of the 
conflict or are bared in areas 
under Syrian and Israeli control. 

The dispute in the new cabinet, 
formed by Prime Minister Rashid 
Karami late last month in the hope 
of bringing nine years of civil war. 
to an end, centred on who should 
have operational control of the 
armed forces. 

The Muslim members of the 
cabinet, including conservative 
Defence Minister Adel Osseiran, 
proposed setting up a six-man 
provisional command drawn from 
each of the country’s mam sects, 
newspapers said.'- • • • • 

The rightist Christian ministers . 
objected, saying that until sec- 
tarianism was eliminated thr- 
oughout the country’s political 
system the command should be 
subject to “a formula which rea- 
ssures the Christians,” the papers 
added. 

The army commander is tra- 
ditionally a Maronite Christian.

NEW DELHI (AP) — U.S. 
Vice-President George Bush arr- 
ived here Saturday on a mission to 
revitalise relations between the 
world's two largest democracies 
and called India a major, "pivotal 
power,” vital to peace and pro- 
sperity m South Asia. 

"The United States supports a 
strong, stable and united India at 
peace with its neighbours as a key 
element in a stable, peaceful and 
prosperous South Asia,” Mr. 
Bush said in a statement issued on 
his arrival. 

Mr. Bush could find himself 
involved in efforts to secure the 
release of an American newlywed 
couple kidnapped Friday by Sri 
Lankan Tamil separatists. They 
reportedly were bound for or alr- 
eady are in India's southern Tamil 
Nadu state with their captors. 

Mr. Bush is expected to hold 
wide-ranging talks on a series of 
foreign policy differences between 
India and the United States, esp- 
ecially India’s mounting com- 
plaints about U.S. arms slaes to 
rival Pakistan. 

“I am sure we will discuss both 
our commonalities and onr dif- 
ferences,” Mr. Bush said, “but I 
would emphasise my belief that 
the values, traditions and interests 
our two nations bold in common 
for outweigh any differences we 
might have.”

Lebanese children 
stage peace march 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Leb- 
anon saw its first real peace dem- 
onstration Saturday, a parade of 
children who marched amid gha- 
stly carnival figures depicting the 
horror of the nation's nine-year 
war. 

The six-block parade was gre- 
eted with rice thrown from bal- 
conies — a symbol of welcome — 
as it wound its way along Harara 
Street, the main shopping tho- 
roughfare of mostly Muslim west 
Beirut. 

Organised as “street theatre" 
by teachers at the Lebanese Uni- 
versity. the parade included 20- 
foot- high figures, controlled by 
sticks, that represented the hor- 
rors of war — a sniper with a gha- 
stly face, a victim with brains spi- 
lling out. a graying mother with 
her hand held fearfully to her 
mouth. 

The children were in all manner 
of costumes, too. Some were dre- 
ssed as hostages with hands tied, 
some as angels. 

About 20 young boys were in 
the fatigue uniforms of militiamen 
and walked along behind a 
donkey-drawn car decorated with 
styrofoam skulls and a huge gam- 
bling dice — a not too subtle sug- 
gestion that war is a wager with 
death. 

Many of the costumes were less 
symbolic of war. One boy wore the 
baggy pants of a Lebanese mou- 


ntain man with a paste-on handle 
bar moustache. Another had the 
flowing white robes of an Arab 
sheikh. A group of girls was dre- 
ssed as angels with wings bearing 
the cedar tree of the Lebanese 
flag. 

The national flag was eve- 
rywhere. along with flags of the 
boy scout troops that provided the 
bands. Fitting for a nation tracing 
back to the seafaring Phoenicians, 
there also was a seascout band. 

"They are personalities from 
the war.” explained Zeki Mah- 
moud. a student at the Lebanese 
University School of An who 
worked oh the parade. 

"It is street theatre. We are try- 
ing something new here, an exp- 
eriment. to say something about 
the war," added Adel Fakhoury. a 
professor in the University’s tea- 
ching faculty and a main organiser 
of the parade. 

Aside from a few small dem- 
onstrations at the beginning of the 
war in 1 974, Lebanon has seen no 
real peace march. The children's 
parade and another peace march 
were planned last week but were 
blocked when heavy fighting 
broke oul 

Mahmoud, in clown-face 
make-up. and a woman got up 
similarly, led the parade by run- 
ning down Harara Street carrying 
a banner that declared simply, 
“we have arrived.” 


Fateh, rival alliance to focus on organisational 
differences during second round of Algiers talks

AMMAN — Deputy leaders of 
three main factions within the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) arrived in Algiers Saturday 
to start a second round of rec- 
onciliation talks aimed at res- 
toring the unity of the org- 
anisation. 

The first round of talks three 
weeks ago in Algiers succeeded in 
opening a dialogue between 
Fateh, the biggest Palestinian 
commando group, and a left-wing 
four-faction alliance, headed by 
the Popular Front for the Lib- 
eration of Palestine (PFLP) and 
the Democratic Front for the Lib- 
eration of Palestine (DFLP), but 
stopped short of addressing the 
main points of political and org- 
anisational differences. 

Differences among Fateh and 
the four-faction alliance, which 
also includes the Palestine Lib- 
eration Front (PLF) and the Pal- 
estinian Communist Party, have 
deepened after the unexpected 
reconciliation meeting between 
PLO Chairman and Fateh leader 
Yasser Arafat and Egyptian Pre- 
sident Hosni Mubarak last Dec- 
ember — a step that was perceived 
by the alliance to have indicated 
Fateh's readiness to accept Ame- 
rican — sponsored peace plans 
and to give up armed struggle aga- 
inst Israel. 

A few hours before leaving 
Damascus for Algiers, Mr. Yasser 
Abd Rabbo, assistant general- 
secretary of the DFLP. told the 
Jordan Times in a phone interview 
that the second round of talks 
“will focus on the political and 
organisational- differences." 

According to Mr. Abd Rabbo 
the mam issues that will be dis- 
cussed will be Mr. Arafaf s visit to 
Cairo and the political imp- 
lications it entailed, the 


Jordanfaii-Palestinian talks, the 
PLO’s relations with Syria and the 
election of a new Executive 
Committee for the organisation. 

A working plan submitted by 
the four-faction alliance last 
month called for “punitive mea- 
sures" against Mr. Arafat for“ vio- 
lating Palestinian resolutions con- 
cerning the PLO’s relations with 
Egypt” and rejected a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian statement 
issued here last March in which 
both sides, agreed to continue 
close consultations to develop a 
joint approach towards solving the 
Palestinian question. 

The Deputy commander of 
PLO forces. Khalil AJ Wazir. who 
is also the head of Fateh’s del- 
egation to the Algiers rec- 
onciliation talks, told the Jordan 
Times that Fateh rejected the pri- 
nciple of conveying stances thr- 
ough memorandums and pre- 
ferred an exchange of views thr- 
ough direct talks. 

But Mr. Abd Rabbo said that 
the four-factioQ alliance is ins- 
isting on its position towards Mr. 
Arafat’s visit to Cairo and the 
Jordanian-Palestinian talks. 

The DFLP official explained 
that the four-faction alliance is not 
opposed to the dialogue between 
the PLO and Jordan per se but 
objects to some of its results. He 
said that relations between Jordan 
and the PLO should be in acc- 
ordance with the resolutions ado- 
pted by the Palestine National 
Council (PNC) and in February 
1983. 

The PNC, which is considered 
the highest Legislative body wit- 
hin the PLO. has endorsed the 
concept of confederal relations 
with Jordan. 

“The PNC has endorsed the 
establishment of confederal rel- 
ations between Jordan and an ind- 
ependent Palestinian state which 
is to be established in the West 
.Bank and the Gaza Strip” Mr. 


Abd Rabbo said. "Therefore any 
talk that comes out with con- 
tradictory results to this goal or 
that might infringe the PLO’s right 
td.be the sole legitimate rep- 
resentative of the Palestinian peo- 
ple is rejected.” 

Before leaving for Turns on his 
way to Algiers last week. Mr. 
Wazir told the Jordan Times that 
he did not think that there are any 
“ ideological differences?' among 
Fateh and the other factions. 

„ “Fateh is still committed to the 
establishment of an independent 
Palestinian state and to armed str- 
uggle,” he said. "Furthermore. 
Fateh does not intend to deputise 
any party to talk on behalf of the 
Palestinians.” 

The Fateh official asserted that 
the on-going Jordanian- 
Palestinian dialogue is consistent 
with the PNC resolutions.” 

Fateh-Syria mediation 

Mr. Wazir also said that the res- 
ults of South Yemeni and Alg- 
erian mediation efforts between 
Fateh and Syria are expected to be 
discussed during the second round 
of reconciliation talks. 

Algerian and South Yemeni 
mediation efforts, however, were 
delayed and emissaries from both’ 
countries are expected to arrive in 
Damascus next week to start their 
mission. It was decided to put off 
the Algiers meeting till next week 
at first, but then all parties agreed 
to hold it Saturday, if results of the 
mediation efforts were not clear 
by then. 

Mr. Abd Rabbo said that "both 
the reconciliation talks in Algiers 
and mediation effort with Syria 
can be carried on at the same 
time.” 

Relations between Syria and 
Fateh deteriorated when Dam- 
ascus backed a rebellion against 
Mr. Arafat’s leadership that eru- 
pted exactly a year ago within the 


ranks of Fateh. But the last two 
weeks have witnessed top-level 
meetings between PLO leaders 
and Syrian officials. 

The Cairo-based member of the 
PLO Executive Committee, Dr. 
Ahmad Sidki Al Dajani, and 
DFLP leader Nayef Hawatmeh 
have reportedly met with Syrian 
Vice-President Abdul Halim 
Khaddam and Palestinian sources 
say that "Syria has shown rea- 
diness to play a positive role in 
restoring the unity of the PLO and 
to reconcile with Fateh." 

"Political initiative' 

Abdul Rahim Malouh, member 
of the Political Bureau of the 
PFLP. told the Jordan Times in a 
phone interview that the Algerian 
and South Yemeni emissaries who 
are expected to arrive in Syria in 
the beginning of next week, are 
carrying "a political initiative 
which can serve as a basis for rec- 
onciliation between Fateh and 
Syria". 

Mr. Malouh. a member of the 
PFLP delegation to the Algiers 
Talks, explained the main points of 
the “political initiative" as: 

— Commitment by both Syria 
and Fateh to Arab summit res- 
olutions. especially those con- 
cerning relations with Egypt. 

— Commitment by both sides to a 
unified stance towards 
American-sponsored plans, esp- 
ecially U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan's peace initiative and the 
Camp David accord. 

— Commitment on the pari of 
Syria to the independence of the 
decision-making of the PLO. 

Mr. Malouh also said that the 
second round of talks will include 
only the five organisations that 
participated last time." We dec- 
ided not to widen the basis of the 
meeting until a later stage." he 
said.. 


Indian navy searches for 
kidnapped Americans 


NEW DELHI (Agencies) — 
India's navy monitored ports Sat- 
urday for signs of Sri Lankan sep- 
aratists who kidnapped an Ame- 
rican couple and were thought to 
have sailed from Sri Lanka to the 
southern tip of India. 

Meanwhile, Vice-President 
George Bush arrived in New, 
Delhi and the U.S. embassy there 
said he would be briefed imm- 
ediately on the case. 

The separatists seized Stanley 
Diyson Allen, 36, and his wife 
Mary, 29, from their home in the 
northern Sri Lankan district of 
J affna and threatened to kill them 
onless their demands are met by 
noon on Monday. 

The kidnappers, a guerrilla 


group calling itself the People's 
Liberation Army, demanded the 
release of 20 of their colleagues 
held by Sri Lanka and 50 million, 
rupees ($2 million) in gold. 

The guerrillas, who are fighting 
for a separate Tamil state in Sri 
Lanka, asked for the prisoners and 
gold to be handed over to the gov- 
ernment of the South Indian state 
of Tamil Nadu.

8 injured in Florence blast 


FLORENCE (R) — Eight people 
were injured, three of them ser- 
iously, by a powerful blast Sat- 
urday at Florence's Pitti Palace, 
which houses one of Italy’s 1 nest 
art collections, police said. 

Most of the injured suffered 
severe bums from a fire started by 
the explosion although an att- 
end ent at the palace, formerly the 
property of the powerful Medici 
family, managed to put out the 
flames almost immediately with 
an extinguisher. 

Police said they had not yet det- 
ermined the cause of the blast, 
which also shattered windows in 
the 15th century Renaissance pal- 
ace and in neighbouring buildings. 
They did not rule out the pos- 
sibility of a bomb. 

Hundreds of tourists were ins- 
ide the palace at the time of the 


explosion. 

Among the worst injured was 
the museum curator. Cristina Pia- 
centi. who was working in her gro- 
und floor office. There were no 
immediate reports of damage to 
the art collection. 

On Friday, a bomb exploded 
near the Italian Ministry of Justice 
in central Rome, damaging bui- 
ldings and nearby cars, police said. 

There were no reports of any 
injuries. 

The bomb was left outside a 
jewellers shop in a small street 
beside the ministry. 

The shop was seriously dam- 
aged and windows up and down 
the street were broken by the 
blast. 

There were no immediate cla- 
ims of responsibility. 
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Ma’in spa project gets 
JD 1.5m Jordanian loan 


A VI VIAN (J.T.) — The Jordanian government has 
granted the Jordanian Tourism and Spa Company 
(Hammamat Vla’in Resort) JD 1.5 million loan to 
finance part of the project the company is imp- 
lementing at the Vla’in hot springs near Vladaba, 35 
kilometres south of here. 


The project which started nea- 
rly two years ago is due to be com- 
pleted in the first half of the com- 
ing year. 

When completed the complex 
which will include a 10-storey 
hotel, swimming pools and a hel- 
iport to be used for emergencies, 
will be able to receive tourists and 
Jordanians seeking therapeutical 


treatment in ‘the hot and mineral 
waters. 

Built on a 300 dunum plot the 
[Vfa'in spa is also to include chalets 
and other facilities for the tourists 
and other services. 

The company will repay the 
government the JD 1.5 million 
loan, which carries a 3.125 per 
cent interest, in five years’ time. 


The JD 12. million project is 
being Financed by the company 
itself and through loans raised 
from the public. 

A consortium of local and for- 
eign companies specialised in 
therapeutical treatment, hotels 
and restaurants will manage the 
spa. in accordance with earlier 
agreements. 

The agreement for the loan gra- 
nted through the Central "Bank 
and the Industrial Development 
Bank (IDB) was signed by IDB 
Director General Ziyad innab and 
for the company by the Chairman 

of the Borad of Directors Abd- 
ullah A1 Hawamdeh. 


Tunisia accused of harbouring gunmen 


TUNIS (R) — Libya has accused 
Tunisia of giving sanctuary in its 
consulate in Tripoli to one of the 
gunmen involved in Tuesday’s 
shoot-out the Libyan capital. For- 
eign Ministry sources said in Tunis 
Friday. 

The sources said Tunisia rej- 
ected the accusation and denied 
- that any of the commandos had 


fled to its consulate. 

The accusation, made in a wri- 
tten note delivered to the Tunisian 
Foreign Vfinistry by Libya's chief 
representative in Tunis. Jomaa 
Fezzani. demanded that the all- 
eged fugitive be handed over in 
two hours, they said. 

But the deadline passed and no 


action was taken by either side. 
Tunisian authorities, however, 
were put on the alert and Tunis 
residents noticed police searching 
cars and checking identity papers. 

. Libyan authorities have said 
they arrested a group of three sab- 
oteurs trying to infiltrate from 
Tunisia on Sunday. 


Cairo arrests 15 opposition supporters 


CAIRO (R) — A Cairo new- 
spaper said Friday 15 opposition 
supporters had been arrested for 
‘■excesses" in criticising President 
Hosni Mubarak's ruling National 
Democratic Party in Egypt’s gen- 
eral election campaign. 

No immediate official word 
could be obtained on the report in 
the weekly Akhbar AJ Yom. 
which said a candidate of the Wafd 
Party was among those held and 
later freed on bail. 

The newspaper said all had 
been distributing pamphlets but it 
did not say what the “excessess” in 
these were. 

Interior Ministry rules restrict 
what can be said in the campaign 
for the May 27 election of a new 
44R-seat People's Assembly. Per- 
sonal abuse and anything held lik- 
ely to endanger national unity or- 
foment sectarian strife arc ban- 
ned. 


Most commentators say Mr. 
Mubarak's party will win the ele- 
ction but also that the Wafd. a rev- 
ival of a nationalist party formed 
in 1919 and now allied with the 
Muslim Brotherhood, could take 
up to 50 seats to form a strong 
parliamentary opposition. 

Wafd Chairman Fouad Ser- 
ageddin. 75, Friday night drew a 
cheering crowd estimated by ind- 
ependent witnesses at around 

10.000 when he opened his cam- 
paign in the city of Mansoura. his 
home town deep in the Nile Delta. 

Mr. Serageddin called the 1978 
Camp David agreement with Isr- 
ael “null and void because Israel 
violated it” and also urged that 
Egypt strike a balance in its rel- 
ations with the superpowers. 

Under the late Anwar Sadat, 
who signed the U.S.-sponsored 
Camp David accords. Egypt exp- 
elled the Soviet ambassador and 


17.000 Soviet military advisers, 
moving closer to the U.S. which 
now provides Egypt with about 
$2.25 billion of civil and military 
aid a year. 

Mr. Serageddin. chomping a 
cigar, lambasted emergency laws 
kept in force since Mr. Sadat’s 
1 981 assassination by Islamic ext- 
remists and an electoral law that 
requires a party to obtain eight per 
cent of the national vote before it 
can take up any seats won by its 
candidates. 

The Wafdist leader also dem- 
anded that Egypt's president be 
chosen by elections. Under the 
present system, the assembly sel- 
ects a presidential candidate who 
is then endorsed by popular ref- 
erendum. 

Mr. Serageddin is a veteran pol- 
itician who began his career bef- 
ore the days of the late President- 
Gamal Abdel Nasser. 


Turkey denies Amnesty torture allegations 


ANKARA (R) — Turkey said 
Friday night allegations by the 
human rights organisation Amn- 
esty International of systematic 
torture in Turkish jails were unt- 
rue and baseless. 

“The (amnesty) allegations that 
prisoners in Turkish military jails 
are living under bad conditions do 
not reflect the truth.” Minister of 
State for Communications Mesut 
Yilmaz said in a statement. 

Amnesty said on Wednesday 
that thousands of political det- 
ainees in Turkey had been sys- 
tematically tortured. 

It quoted former prisoners as 
saying they suffered savage bea- 
tings. electric shocks to the gen- 
itals and cigarette burns. Amnesty 
said it had given Turkey the names 
of 100 prisoners alleged to have 
died in custody since the 1980 mil- 
itary coup. 


The statement Friday night said 
a government commission of sen- 
ior military and civilian officials 
set up a month ago had conducted 
a detailed investigation and “it 
determined that the allegations 
were completely baseless" . 

It said cases of reported torture 
were investigated and those all- 
egedly responsible questioned. 

“These rare cases are small in 
number and occurred due to 
strong provocations." the sta- 
tement said. 

It did not give Figures. On Thu- 
rsday. Prime Minister Turgut 
Ozafs chief adviser Adnan Kah- 
veci told Reuters some 600 cases 
of alleged torture had been taken 
up by Turkish courts and there 
had been 80 convictions so far. 

An official report last month 
said two people had died under 
torture in Turkish military jails 


since the first imposition of mar- 
tial law in late 1978. But this con- 
tradicted a March 1982 official 
report which said 15 had died 
under torture up to then. 


Zia* Ozal agree 
to boost trade 

ISLAMABAD (R) — Turkish 
Prime Minister Turgut Ozal and 
Pakistani President Mohammad 
Zia Ui Haq agreed Saturday to 
boost trade between their cou- 
ntries, the official Associated 
Press of Pakistan (APP) reported. 
Mr. Ozal. who arrived Friday for a 
four-day visit- talked to General 
Zia for three hours in a meeting 
characterised by “deep und- 
erstanding and friendship.” APP 
said. He thanked Pakistan for its 
support for the Turkish Cypriots, 
the agency said 



2 new fast attack ships 
bolster Omani Navy 


MUSCAT (R) — The Omani 
Navy, charged with a major role in 
patrolling the strategic Strait of 
Hormuz at the mouth of the Gulf, 
has been bolstered with the arrival 
in Muscat of two new fast attack 
craft equipped with Exocet mis- 
siles. 

The ships. A1 Bat’nah and A1 
Sharqiyah. complete an order for 
three Province class fast attack 
craft placed with Britain’s Vosper 
Thomeycroft. The first. Dhofar, 
entered service in 1982. 

A1 Sharqiyah's captain. 
Lieutenant-Commander Said lbn 
Saud Jbn Hamed. told reporters at 
a welcoming ceremony this week 
the new vessels, with top speeds of 
about 37 knots, were “as powerful 
as any British warship.” 

Each fitted with eight 40 mm 
Exocet launchers, the ships are 
expected to spearhead Omani eff- 
orts to patrol deepwater lanes in 
the strait, which separates Oman 
and Iran. 


About a sixth of the non- 
Communist world’s oil imports 
pass through the 24-mile-widc 
channel which Iran has threatened 
to close if Iraq, its enemy in the 
43-month-old Gulf war. disrupts 
Iranian oil movements. 

The United States, which has 
warships either side of the strait., 
has pledged to maintain safe pas- 
sage in the waterway. 

Both deepwater channels in the 
strait, through which about 50 
merchant vessels pass daily, are 
inside Oman's 12-mile territorial 
limit and the Sultanate takes ser- 
iously its self-given role of “gua- 
rdian of the strait.” 

The Omani Navy of about 

1.000 men. as well as some British 
officers and Pakistanis and Ind- 
ians. is also equipped with missile, 
•gunnery and inshore patrol boats 
and a logistical support ship. Ano- 
ther logistical support ship is on 
order. 


Ankara reacts coolly to 
U.N. Cyprus resolution 

AN KARA ■ (RY - — Turkey • said . 


Shultz: U.S. has national 
interests in Mideast 


Saturday that the U.N. Security 
Council resolution on Cyprus pas- 
sed Friday night ran against hopes 
that the island’s problems could be 
solved by recognising the legal 
rights of both its communities. 

A low-key Foreign Ministry sta : 
tement also said that “those who 
sacrifice political and historical 
facts and objective principles for 
sterile propaganda have to take 
the responsibilities of its con- 
sequences.” 

The Security Council Friday 
night called for the abrogation of 
Turkish-Cypriot independence 
and condemned the recent exc- 
hange of ambassadors between 
Turkey and the self-proclaimed. 

Turkish Republic of Northern 
Cyprus." 

The ministry statement said the 
resolution was “devoid of legal 
and legitimate foundations” and 
said Turkey would continue to 
support the Turkish Cypriots in 


"there honourable struggle fox: 
their legitimate self-defence."' 

So far Turkey is the only cou- 
ntry to recognise the Turkish- 
Cypriot government that declared 
unilateral independence last Nov- 
ember. 

The vote on the resolution was 
13 in favour, with Pakistan casting 
the only negative vote and the 
United States the sole abstention. 

The council first branded the 
breakaway state as legally invalid 
last November, shortly after it was 
proclaimed in the part of the isl- 
and occupied by Turkish troops. 

The draft rc-affirmed last Nov- 
ember’s resolution and con- 
demned "all secessionist actions, 
including the purported exchange 
of ambassadors between Turkey 
and the Turkish-Cypriot lea- 
dership.” 

It called on all states not to rec- 
ognise the Turkish-Cypriot state 
and “not to facilitate or in any way 
assist the... secessionist entity." 


WASHINGTON (USIA) — The 
United States has a strong nat- 
ional interest in the Middle East- 
Secretary of State George Shultz _ 
told the American society of New- 
spaper Editors in Washington. 

Furthermore, he added, the 
United States continues to hope 
that the Mideast peace processcan 
bring about "a reasonable sense of 
stability and continuity” in the 
region. 

In his appearance before the 
editors May 11. the secretary 
emphasised that the United States 
will remain engaged in Lebanon to 
“help bring about a sovereign 
Lebanon that is compatible with 
security on Israel's northern bor- 
der. and we hope, will develop 
some pattern of interaction with 
all of its neighbours, including Isr- 
ael.” 

On a related subject. Mr. Shultz 
said the Reagan administration 
shares the frustration that Jordan 
has in getting Congress to agree 
that it should be supplied with mil- 
itary equipment. 

“But I think that if King Hus- 
sein were to find himself in 
the peace process and negotiating 
with Israel, he would find the att- 
itudes in this country sharply shi- 
fted.” Mr. Shultz said, adding that 
is what the Reagan administration 
is working for. 

He reiterated administration 
suppon for United Nations Sec- 
urity Council Resolutions 242 and 
338 and the Camp David process, 
which he said were “all fun- 
damentally consistent ideas and 
involve the concept of an exc- 
hange of territory for peace.” 

In response to a question. Mr. 
Shultz said continued settlements 
activity in the occupied Arab ter- 
ritories is “not constructive” and 
is “an impediment to the peace 
process." 

On the controversy swirling 
about the Olympics, Secretary 
Shultz rejected Moscow’s con- 
tention that security concerns 
were the reason that "the Soviet 
Union has chosen to walk out of 
the Olympic games.” 

Mr. Shultz refused to directly 
speculate on Soviet motivations 
for not participating in the 1984 
summer games in Los Angeles, 
but he did say he believes the Sov- 


iet action was “clearly a part of the 
tactic, negotiating tactic in a sense, 
broadly conceived, that we see in 
other areas." 

“Just exactly what motivated 
them. I don't know, and I don’t 
think it's particularly useful for me 
to speculate.” Mr. Shultz said in 
response to one editor's question. 

in his introductory remarks, 
Mr. Shultz contended that U.S. 
foreign policy was based on rea- 
lism, strength and a willingness to 
negotiate. 

He cited the recent exchange of 
visits between President Reagan 
and Chinese Premier Zhao as the 
high point of the evolving rel- 
ationship between the United Sta- 
tes and the People’s Republic of 
China. 

He said the United States rem- 
ains ready for “reasonable and 
constructive” dialogue with the 
Soviets.” and declared that "El 
Salvador deserves our suppon. 
just as Central America deserves 
our support." 

In response to questions, the 
secretary rouched not only on the 
Middle East, but also on issues 
involving the modernisation of 
U.S. strategic forces and the for- 
thcoming visit of the President of 
Mexico. 

The secretary described the 
Soviet approach to arms reduction 
talks with the United States as a 
tactic “that involves withdrawal, 
that involves a kind of scare cam- 
paign and that involves a son of 
deep-freeze.” 

He pointed ro the Geneva neg- 
otiations over intermediate-range 
nuclear missiles, which the Soviets 
broke off last November, as an 
example of this. 

“As we sought to negotiate with 
the Soviet Union and eliminate 
this class of weapons entirely, the 
Soviet Union deployed con- 
tinuously.” Mr. Shultz pointed 
out. He added that when the 
North Atlantic Treaty Org- 
anisation allies staned the dep- 
loyment of new U.S. Pershing 2 
and cruise missiles as pan of their 
1979 decision to modernise their 
forces while seeking arms control 
negotiations, “the Soviet Union 
took that as a cause to withdraw 
from the negotiations and they 
walked out.” 


Iran. with. Iraq can destroy 
Israel, Iranian speaker says 


LONDON (R) — Iran's par- 
liament speaker Hojatoleslam 
Hashemi Rafsanjani was quoted 
Saturday as saying that if Iraq 
were V liberated”, the joint armed 
forces of Iran and Iraq could ann- 
ihilate Israel and influence world 
oil policy. 

In a speech quoted by the Ira- 
nian National News agency IRNA 
Mr. Rafsanjani was not specific 
but appeared to be referring to 
what he thought could happen if 
Iraqi government were ove- 
rthrown. 

He rejected past moves to end 
rhe Gulf war, saying acceptance of 
“an imposed peace” would mean 
“treason against the Iranian and 
Iraqi peoples and the whole Isl- 
amic World”. 

Mr. Rafsanjani. one of Iran’s 
most influential politician- 


clergymen. was speaking at a con- 
gress in Tehran of Muslim Friday 
prayer leaders from around the 
world. IRNA said. 

“If Iraq was liberated, the 
armed forces of Iran and Iraq 
could annihilate the Zionist reg- 
ime and exert considerable inf- 
luence on oil policy in the world” 
the agency quoted him assaying in 
the speech made Friday. . 

Mr. Rafsanjani criticised those 
who blame Iran for rejecting all 
peace moves. He said Iran had in 
fact made its own proposals but 
that these had not been accepted 
by mediators. 

“But no mediator had accepted 
the proposal and instead they say 
Iraq accepted peace but Iran had 
not. without mentioning the rea- 
son for this." IRNA quoted him as 
saying. 



Jimmy Carter 

Reagan not 
doing enough 
for peace, 
Carter says 

KUWAIT (R) — Former U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter was quo- 
ted Saturday as saying the Reagan 
administration was not doing eno- 
ugh to promote a Middle East 
peace. 

Carter told the Kuwaiti new- 
spaper A1 Anbaa in an interview 
carried by Kuwait News Agency 
that “the present American adm- 
inistration is not exerting any real 
effort to find a quick solution for 
any of the problems in the Middle 
East.” 

Mr. Carter, whose former 
Vice-President Walter Vfondale 
leads the race for the Democratic 
Party's presidential nomination, 
said the Reagan government has 
also failed to follow up its 1982 
peace plan. 

The 1 982 proposals, rejected by 
Israel and Syria, called for Pal- 
estinian self-rule in the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip in association with Jordan, 
but stopped short of proposing an 
independent Palestinian state. -

More hit 
by food 
poisoning 
in Irbid 

XRBID tJ.T) — At least 21 people 
have received treatment for food 
poisoning at the Princess Basrah 
Hospital here but most of them 
have now been discharged. 

Hospital director. Dr. Abdul 
Hafiz Momani, said that the poi- 
soning resulted from the eating of 
yoghurt and chicken. 

The victims suffered from nau- 
sea, vomiting and diarrhoea with a 
severe pain in the lower abdomen. 
Some also had high temperatures 
as they arrived at the hospital for 
treatment. Dr. Momani said. 

Samples of the food they had 
consumed were taken to the lab- 
oratories to determine the causes 
of the poisoning and preliminary 
results indicated that the yoghurt 
and chicken was unfit for human 
consumption. Dr. Momani added. 

A number of the victims told the 
local- press that they had bought 
the yoghurt from stores in Irfwd, 
while the chicken had been pur- : 
chased in a refugee camp near > 
Irbid. 

Commenting on this. Dr. Mom- 
ani said that the chicken seemed to 
have been slaughtered and cle- 
aned in an unsatisfactory and unh- 
ygienic manner while the yoghurt 
had been contaminated. 

. Samples of the chicken and the 
yoghurt were taken by health dep- 
artment teams to be tested at lab- 
oratories in Amman so as to det- 
ermine the type of germs that cau- 
sed the poisoning. Dr. Momani 
said. ■

Lawzi leads discussion

The Afab Organisation for Agr- 
icultural Development, in co- 
operation with the University of 
Jordan, organised the training 
course which was attended by 17 
participants who will make field 
studies and hear lectures on Che 
subject.

Altitudinal bottlenecks 

Prince Hassan appealed to the 
academic community to assist in 
unclogging some of the bot- 
tlenecks faced in the rural areas 
which are largely “attitudinaT 
bottlenecks based on the curative 
aspect of medicine. 

In conclusion. Prince Hassan 
said that the seminar had come at 
an extremely timely moment 
where linkages are required bet- 
ween the academic communities 
in Jordan and Germany where a 
deep-rooted relationship has evo- 
lved. 

The important issues of regional 
planning, development, env- 
ironmental planning, which are 
being discussed, can help towards 
the planning of present and future 
priorities with the contribution 
and involvement of all those con- 
cerned in the academic and exe- 
cutive fields. 

• Other opening speeches und- 
erlined the close bilateral relations 
between the Federal Republic of 
Germany and Jordan especially in 
the academic field. 

President of the RSS. Dr. Fak- 
hruddin Daghestan!, expressed his 
thanks to the German government 
for their contributions to the RSS 
in the field of solar energy and- 
building sciences, and emphasised 
that such technical co-operation 
helps to narrow the gap between 
developing and developed cou- 
ntries. 

The academic exchange for the 
advancement of science was pra- 
ised by Dr. Hansgerd Schulte, pre- 
sident of the Academic Exchange 
Service (DAAD). 

The academic sector has tra- 
ditionally been a main feature of 
the cultural ties between West 
Germany and Jordan, with several 
thousand Jordanians having stu- 
died at German universities over 
the past 20 years, so that co- 
operation has gradually evolved. 

Dr. Schulte said that 70 DAAD 
students from Jordan are- cur- 
rently studying in West Germany 
and that the DAAD hopes to start 


'an exchange agreement with the 
University of Jordan as it has with 
Yarmouk University. 

Dr. Hermann Munz, amb- 
assador of West Germany, emp- 
hasised the importance of the sem- 
inar in discussing such an urgent 
subject and outlined the financial 
and technical co-operations bet- 
ween the two countries. He also 
expressed his hope for continued 
friendship and bilateral relations 
in the future. 

The seminar, which is being 
organised by the RSS and the 
DAAD in co-operation with the 
University of Jordan, Yarmouk 
University, the Goethe Institute, 
the German Agency for Technical 
Co-operation (GTZ) and the 
West German embassy, is foc- 
using on water resources and their 
management, hydrology sewerage 
and solar energy during the first of 
the two-day seminar. 

Jordanian and German experts 
in these fields presented a series of 
papers directly related to current 
developments in Jordan. 

Mathematical model 

Professor Gerhard Rouve, from 
the Technical University of Aac- 
hen. presented a papier on mat- 
hematical models for assessing the 
depletion of water resources in a 
basin over certain time periods. 

He also discussed water data 
banks as a means of effective 
management and planning using 
such models. The importance of 
research in determining the safe 
usage of resources was also hig- 
hlighted. 

A summary of the current water 
and sewerage projects in Jordan 
was presented by Mr. Mohammad 
Keilani. president of the Water 


Authority (WA). 

Mr. Keilani explained the need 
for efficient and simple systems in 
water and sewerage projects and 
outlined the policy of the WA. 

He said that the WA plans to 
improve the quality of water and 
to develop the available resources 
as well as protecting those res- 
ources already available. 

Current and planned projects in 
all areas were also outlined as pan 
"of the WA's activities. Water qua- 
lity aspects in semi-arid countries 
and the alternatives of gro- 
undwater and surface waters for 
domestic supplies were the sub- 
jects discussed by Prof. Peter Udl- 
uft from the Technical University 
of Munich. 

Other papers presented and 
discussed during the first day inc- 
luded “Water Resources and 
Quality-Case Studies in Jordan" 
by Prof. Elias Salameh from the 
Water Research Centre of the 
University of Jordan and papers 
on alternative energy sources and 
solar energy. 

The harnessing of solar energy, 
currently being developed in Jor- 
dan by the RSS. is an important 
aspect of development especially 
in the rural areas said Dr. Hani Al 
Mulki. director of Solar Energy at- 
the RSS. 

The seminar is continuing Sun- 
day with lectures and discussions 
on infection control and hospital 
hygiene, archaeology and the env- 
ironment as well as a briefing on 
the organisations promoting sci- 
entific research in Germany. 

The participants will evaluate 
the seminar in a discussion of res- 
ults and propose rec- 
ommendations for continued 
co-operation and lines of res- 
earch.

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The pundit is wrong 

GEORGE Shultz may be the Reagan administration off- 
icial most respected by. the U.S. Congress and maybe 
even by the American people. But, contrary to what we 
had earlier believed, he is not the man to solve Middle 
East problems. 

In his latest statement on the Palestinian question 
Shultz showed us that he is not capable of learning from 
past mistakes. For his basic theory is totally flawed if he 
really thinks, as he says, that by Jordan finding itself in 
the peace process and negotiating with Israel, it would 
find a U.S. much different from what it is today, willing 
and capable to push honestly for a settlement in the area. 

Does not the secretary of state know the basic facts 
about a) Jordan's total commitment to starting a mea- 
ningful process that could bring lasting peace to this part 
of the world, and b) our total opposition, based on con- 
viction and reason, to taking a course that could only 
bring disaster instead of tranquility and peace, like the 
course he usually suggests in his endless remarks and 
statements? Why does he want a country as small as ours 
to take a risk bigger than itself, when his superpower is 
unwilting to utter one strong word to its client stale in 
favour of equality and peace? 

We do not really understand what makes Shultz so sure 
of his 'way, advising Jordan to “find” itself negotiating 
with Israel, when considering not only the unbroken 
chain of recent American mistakes and gross mis- 
calculations in handling the situations in Lebanon and in 
the other Israeli-occupied Arab territories but also in 
view of the full range of hostile U.S. policies towards the 
Arabs and against their national causes since Eis- 
enhower. 

Secretary Shultz is free to blame the U.S. debacle in 
Lebanon on Congress, if he so wishes. Equally, he" may 
want to avail himself of the blame for the failure of the 
arms deal with Jordan and Saudi Arabia, by blaming it 
on Congress also. But be simply cannot ask us to be the 
scapegoat for his many other failures. 

The author of the Reagan initiative for the Middle East 
knows fully well who killed its chance of success for him. 
It is not King Hussein nor the Palestinians; the culprits 
are the government in Israel and their clients around the 
White House corner. Why does not Mr. Shultz dare to 
even talk about them? 

ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 

Al RaV: Indispensable support 

IN A clear and honest political discussion. Prime Minister Ahmad 
■Obcidat explained many points and reminded Arabs of the facts 
facing them. He called on them to condemn the past and present 
shortcoming and to actually do and offer something. 

Accordingly, there was a confirmation of the importance of Arab 
leaderships' awareness, a reminder of the dangers threatening the 
nation, and urging these leaderships to shoulder their responsibilities 
bv holding an Arab summit and attempting to foil dangers. 

The prime minister went on to describe these dangers in detail and 
to specify their features nhethcr inside or outside the occupied 
territories, and the efforts of the Jordanian -Palestinian Committee 
with the Arab oil countries to present active aid to the support fund. 
He also said that Arab action as one unit is the indispensable fou- 
ndation for facing the dangers and activating up international sup- 
port for the Palestinian problem. 

Al Diistour: subtly expressed 

MR. OB E ID AT reviewed accurately the dangerous impact of the 
current Arab situation on the various national causes starting from 
the question of supporting steadfastness in the occupied territories, 
through the Lebanese crisis and ending with the Iran-Jraq war. which 
would not have commuted so long and would not have exhausted so 
much energy had the Arabs adopted a unified stance by siding with 
Iraq, which is fighting to defend its soil along Arab territories. 

Mr. Obcidat also reviewed in a responsible and clear manner, 
the Jordanian- Palestinian relations and the non-ceasing dialogue sig- 
nifying this distinguished relation. He confirmed a confident look to' 
the future of this relationship, especially with regard to enhancing 
steadfastness, which is clearly and strongly supported by Jordan. 

The prime minister’s evaluation of the Jordan ian-Syrian relations ■ 
and His honest review of its various aspects is another side of the ■ 
framework through which the prime minister is careful to look, cool ^ 
and responsible language prevail in his speech and no emotional or 
nervous reactions in handling such greatly complex and sensitive 
issues. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Urgent issues 

THE PRIME Minister clarified once again the Jordanian attitude on 
dealing with the PLO. and re-confirmed that Jordan, with eachstepii 
takes and keeping in mind that the Arab cause is its first priority, has 
taken care to co-ordinate fully with the legitimate leadership of the 
PLO. and. in co-operation with the PLO. to crystalise a com- 
prehensive and clear Jordanian-Palcstinian stance. Such a stance wiU 
gain Arab support following its discussion at an Arab summit, and 
this should bridge the gap as called for by Europeans who feel that 
Araos should crystalise a unified stance to enable Europeans to move 
towards implementing it. 

However, holding an Arab summit has become an uncertainty, and 
even if it is held, its results will, unfortunately, not be guaranteed. 
The current divisions among the Arab Nation renders it unable to 
look into the far future and to be aware of the consequences of the 
present challenges. 

All complex problems in the Arab arcnawill increase in complexity 
if not tackled soon. 


Arab Chambers of 1 . Commerce, Industry arid Agriculture meetings 

Unfounded ‘achievements’ in Arab economic integration

AFTER SEVERAL days, the’ 
meetings, discussions, and' 
working papers of the 2 8th ses- 
sion of the congress of Arab 
Chambers of Commerce, Ind- 
ustry and Agriculture held in 

Amman last month were con- 
ceded by the issuance of a set 
of recommendations that we 
think were ready and neatly 
typed before the meeting 
commenced. 

To describe these rec- 
ommendations we can say that 
they represent a familiar note ' 
of an old song, or texts of a 
general nature that enjoys gen- 
eral acceptance, with nothing, 
taking place to convert them 
into reality. 

We were not in need of all 
these lengthy meetings att- 
ended by Arab business tyc- 
oons, industrialists and fin- 
ancial wizards to simply advise 
the Arab countries on the ben- 
efits of diversification of eco- 
nomic activity, increasing agr- 
icultural production, and dec- 
reasing dependence on imports 
to satisfy the needs of the peo- 
ple. 

Even without or before these 


recommendations we never' 
argued against the wisdom of 
using oO revenues strictly for 
national purposes, the benefits 
of studies on ways to preserve 
the Arab wealth in the outside 
world, the necessity of rat- 
. totalising unfeasible industries 
that were established in the 
shadow of petro- financial eup- 
horia, rationalisation of Arab 
■development plans, the rec- 
ognition of Arab manpower 
and its priority over foreign 
- labour force, etc.— 

All these slogans were never 
contested by any Arab gov- 
ernment, and, - accordingly, 

■ there was nothing new in these 
recommendations. 

There is no shortage of slo- 
gans in the Arab World, and 
there is no ignorance of what 
should be done if we are ser- 
ious about creating a sound 
Arab Nation, economically, 
socially and militarily. 

The problem is that there is a 
huge gap between talk and per- 
formance, slogan shouting and 
decision-making, and between 
people and their chances for 
participation in public life. The 


general trends and basic pol- 
icies are being made by foreign 
consultants and Arab- 
American joint committees. 

The astronomical public 
expenditure within most Arab 
countries is not meant to create 
a strong economic base. The 
major part of it is wasted on 
subsidising uneconomic act- 
ivities, huge conspicuous ins- 
titutions, consumption and 
‘imports etc. This is good only, 
to buy time, neutralise opp- 
osition and earn the popular 
approval for the time being. 

It would have been far more- 
productive had the Arab con- 
gress adopted an inter-Arab 
.corporation for industry or agr- 
iculture, the capital of which to 
be subscribed by those who 
were present, either in then- 
personal capacity or on behalf 
of their institutions. It is moch 
better to light a small candle 
than to issue declarations con- 
demning darkness and ass- 
essing what should be done by 
others. 

The Amman declaration of 
the Arab Chambers of Com- 


merce, Industry and Agr- 
iculture re-assured us of the 
progress- achieved in recent 
years at the level of common 
Arab economic action, the- 
general framework through the 
approval of the Arab charter 
for national economy, the str- 
ategy of Arab common eco- 
. no uric action which were ado- 
pted by the Amm an Arab 
Summit Conference in January 
1980. 

The beautiful language did 
not change the underlying bit- 
ter reality. There is no common 
Arab economic action that is 
noteworthy, even after the new 
challenges that threaten the 
Arab World, not only by exp- 
loiting its resources but also by 
occupying the land and ter-' 
urinating the very national exi- 
stence, such as the Israeli and 
Iranian knives poised at our 
throats. 

The Arab Common Market 
is still a decision on paper; most 
Arab countries refrained from 
signing, and those who signed 
did not abide and gave priority 
to their bureaucracy res- 


; frictions, and local policies. 

Arab economic strategy and . 
the Arab Development Dec- 
ade remained as nice woods 
daring meetings time. One 
third of the' Arab Development 
Decade has already expired 
with literally nothing put into 
practice. 

In the first stage, Jordan and 
Syria were eliminated from the 
list of Arab countries which are 
eligible to benefit from the $5 
billion earmarked to finance 
'Arab development over 10 
years. 

The finance ministers of the 
Arab oil producing countries 
met after the summit con- 
ference and agreed that only 
very poor and under- 
developed Arab countries may 
benefit from these funds, such 
as Mauritania, Somalia, Dji- 
bouti, Yemen and Sudan.

.In the second stage, the 
whole project was put into final, 
rest and even the very poor and 
underdeveloped countries did 
not receive a peony due to lack 
of suitable investment env- 
ironment and infrastructure 


i e because of the very reason 
that they are very poor and 

underdeveloped! 

The declaration "accused" 
the petro- financial euphoria of 

having enhaced the Common 

Arab economic action. I claim 
that Arab peiro-finance wealth 
never brought the Arabs any 
closer to each other. 

To the contrary, certain 
Arab government started to 
think Pan- Arab ism and Arab 
economic integration or co- 
ordination as mere cover to 
share in the Arab wealth. 

The foreign media expected 
10 years ago that Arab wealth 
will enable the Arabs to control 
the international economy, 
that thev will use the oil wea- 
pon to secure their national 
rights and impose their pol- 
itical will. However, the Arab 
governments have overdone 
the imagination of the worst 
expectation in shelling out or 
over-spending the national 
wealth in a manner that did not 
create a healthy economy, a 
solid security or even economic 
or financial stability. 


U.S. ties with Saudi friends going through bad patch

RIYADH — Relations between 
the United States and its oldest 
major ally in the Middle East, 
Saudi Arabia, are going through a 
distinctly bad patch. 

The Saudis are pained by what 
they see as a persistent U.S. tilt to 
Israel and misunderstanding of 
their own attitudes. 

Saudi officials, basically sym- 
pathetic to the U.S., also seem dis- 
turbed by signs of restored Soviet 
influence in the Arab World and 
blame this on U.S. policy. 

They cite U.S. failure to win Isr- 
aeli concessions to promote the 
1982 Reagan Middle East peace 
proposals and they voice imp- 
atience at how U.S. elections alw- 
ays seem to become an excuse to 
postpone moves to break the 
Arab-Israeli logjam. 

U.S. support for Iraq, which 
Saudi Arabia backs in its Gulf war 
with Iran, is seen as lukewarm and 
the Saudis showed no surprise at 
press reports that American wea- 
pons were being delivered secretly 


to Tehran. 

Saudi Arabia was further irked 
that Israel won out in the latest 
congressional hassle over U.S. 
arms sales to the kingdom, when 
the administration cancelled the 
sale of 1.400 stinger anti-aircraft 
missiles. 

The Saudis were also annoyed 
by media suggestions that they 
somehow' betrayed the United 
States by failing' to promote the 
May 17, 1983, Lebanese- Israeli 
troop withdrawal agreement 

Officials stress that the kin- 
gdom, although diplomatically 
skilled and able to disburse ofi 
money, lacks military muscle and 
is essentially consensus-builder 
among the Arabs. 

When it became clear the Syr- 
ians were adamant in opposing the 
May 17 agreement, Saudi Arabia 
would not endanger its own rel- 
ations with Damascus in what, it is 
argued, would have been a futile 
bid to get the Syrians to change 
their minds. 

Still, despite mutual rec- 
riminations, Saudi statements do 
not suggest a major re-appraisal of 
a 40-year-old alliance with the 


United States which has, after all, 
endured strains before, not least 
during the 1973 Middle East war 
and Arab oil embargo. 

There is some evidence, how- 
ever, that the Saudis are div- 
ersifying away from the United 
States on defence, such as a recent' 
deal worth about $4 billion to obt- 
ain France's tracked Shahine 
anti-aircraft missile system. 

But only U.S. firms are com- 
peting for another deal worth 
about tbe same amount to provide 
command and control back-up to 
four A WACS airborne early war- 
ning aircraft being bought from 
America. 

Some 45,000 Americans live in 
tbe kingdom, including a con- 
tingent of the U.S. corps of eng- 
ineers engaged in defence con- 
struction projects. 

U.S. companies, such as the 
Bechtel Corporation, have been 
closely involved iq the kingdom's 
development from pre-war pip- 
eline laying through to the con- 
struction. management of Riyadh’ s 
new $3.2 billion airport. 

The Saudi ambassador to Was- 


hington, Prince Bandar Ibn Sul- 
tan, asked ata National Press Club 
lunch there how Americans would 
feel if the Saudis were driven to 
buy Soviet aims. 

Soviet ambassador Anatoly 
Dobrynin later dined at the Saudi 
Embassy in Washington. 

But Riyadh rushed out a sta- 
tement to discourage speculation 
on a warm-up with the Soviet 
Union, stressing that Mr. Dob- 
rynin was there only in his capacity 
as dean of the diplomatic corps. 

The kingdom has no diplomatic 
relations with the “formally ath- 
eist” Soviet Union. Itsofficiai pos- 
ition continues to be that these will 
be considered “at the appropriate 
time.” 

■Saudi sources give the imp- 
ression tha the royal family does, 
not favour dramatic gestures and 
would prefer to press the Arabs’ 
case before the bar of U.S. public 
opinion. 

-Weight is attached to last year’s 
Washington appointment of the. 
.respected and eloquent Prince 
Bandar, a son of Defence Minister 
Prince Sultan and a nephew of 


King Fahd. 

The sources also suggest that 
any re-appraisal will await the 
U.S. election result and, of par- 
amount importance, tbe debate on 
moving the U.S. Embassy from 
Tel- Aviv to Jerusalem. 

’ Saudi officials say they cannot 
believe any American adm- 
inistration would move the emb- 
assy and thus incur, as Prince 
Bandar put it, the hostility of “a 
billion M uslims ” 

Were it to happen, it would pose 
for the royal family possibly its 
most acute foreign policy dilemma 
of modern times. 

The alliance between the Saudi 
royal family and the United States 
dates to World War n, before Isr- 
ael was created and a time when 
most Arab countries remained 
under the hegemony of an ailing 
British empire. 

As U.S. companies drilled for 
Saudi OH, a strategic deal was 
struck between the founder pf the 
modern Saudi State, King Abdul 
Aziz Ibn Saud. and President Fra- 
nklin D. Roosevelt. 

Mjr. Roosevelt proclaimed the 


kingdom vital to the defence of the 
United States. Ibn Saud saw U.S. 
power as a guarantor of Saudi sec- 
urity. a perception still shared in 
Riyadh and lent new urgency by 
the dangers of an expanded Gulf 
war. 

Yet the royal family, guardian 
of the Holy Sites at Mecca and 
Medina, also needs to maintain an 
older alliance made 200 years ago 
with the ulema (divines) of the 
fervent Wahhabi persuasion of 
Islam, still pre-eminent in Saudi 
Arabia. 

That confers on the Saudi mon- 
archy an acutely fell role in ihe 
.destiny of Jerusalem. Islam's third 
holy city. 

Diplomats said the ulem3. with 
whom King Fahd confers each 
week, would hardly applaud a 
Saudi accommodation with Mos- 
cow at a time when Soviet troops 
are fighting Afghan Muslim ins- 
urgents. 

But they would be no less hor- 
rified if the United States so far 
sanctioned Israel's presence in 
Jerusalem as to move the Ame- 
rican Embassy there. 
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Hart’s return shakes up presidential race

NEW YORK — Gary Hart’s vic- 
tory in the Ohio presidential pri- 
mary adds up to big headaches for 
Walter Mondale, prolonged strife 
for the Democrats and a blessing 
for President Reagan. 

Facing a do-or-die situation in 
the Democratic nomination fight, 
Colorado Sea. Hart beat former 
Vice-President Mondale in two 
out of four primaries Wednesday, 
including the grand prize of Ohio 
and a lesser but important contest 
in Indiana. 

An exultant Hart proclaimed 
the race “wide open" once again 
— a boast that seemed exa- 
ggerated in view of Mr. Mondale's 
big lead in nominating convention 
delegates and a string of major 
wins from Illino is in March to 
Texas last Saturday. 

Mr. Mondale won only in Mar- 
yland and North Carolina Wed- 
nesday night and could not con-* 
ceal disappointment as he told 
supporters in a hoarse voice: “I 
know we're going to win the nom- _ 
inatlon.” 

The latest balloting raised the 
possibility that be may not sew up 
the nomination in the primaries 
and could affect the prospects of 
everyone now involved in the U.S. 
presidential contest — Sen. Hart,’" 
Mr. Mondale, Mr. Reagan and 
black Democrat Jesse Jackson. 

For “new ideas” candidate 


Hart. 47, the victory in Ohio, 
where Mr. Mondale was once 
heavily favoured, was just as imp- 
ortant as the New Hampshire pri- 
mary win that brought him to 
prominence and a brief reign as 
tbe Democratic front-runner last 
Febraaiy. 

He has been promising a dra- 
matic comeback for weeks in the 
face of scepticism that grew with 
each Mondale triumph. 

Last night, surrounded by 
well-wishers and bubbling over 
with laughter, he made the pledge 
that many Democratic Party lea- 
ders have been fearing — a fight ' 
all the way to party nominating 
convention in July, when he ins- 
isted he will win. 

“Neither of us (he or Mondale) 
wiU have a majority after tbe last 
round of primaries on June 5,” be 
said. “The balance will be made 
up by uncommitted delegates. 
They wDl decide which of us can 
best lead the party against Rea- 
gan” 

For Mr. Mondale, 56, Wed- 
nesd ay’s defeats represented a lost 
opportunity to end the battle now 
by convincing Sen. Hart that fur- 
ther struggle is pointless. 

According to preliminary pro- 
jections, Mr. Mondale did win a 
slight majority of the 368 del- 
egates at stake in the four states 
Wednesday, but not nearly eno- 
ugh to ensure that he can win the 
nomination outright in tbe rem- 
aining primaries. 


According to unofficial est- 
imates, which could change sli- 
ghtly as tallies firm up, Mr. Mon- 
dale now has 1.507 of (he 1,967 
delegates he needs to win the nom- 
ination. Sen. Hart has 904, Mr. 
Jackson 285 and uncommitted 
334. I '

president in a classic situation of

Most of tbe those states are in 
the Hart’s native West. As of now, 
he is favoured to win the -next 
match-ups on May 15 in Oregon 
and Nebraska as well as grand fin- 
ale on June 5 in California, whefe 
.306 delegates will be at stake. 

This suggests that Mf. Mondale 
may have to fall back on support 
from the uncommitted bloc, which 
is dominated by party leaders sol- 
idly in his camp. That should do it, 
but it would also take the battle 
.into the convention and und- 
erscore criticism that he is the cho- 
ice of the party bosses rather than 
the people. 

For Mr. Jackson, 42, who sco-

E. German youngsters 
take springtime oath 
to defend socialism

EAST BERLIN — In flower- 
bedecked cinemas, theatres and 
halls throughout East Germany, 
youngsters are marking their tra- 
nsition to adulthood with a pledge 
-of allegiance to their country. 

By the end of May nearly all 
14-year-olds will have taken the 
•oath in front of proud parents, fri- 
ends -and relatives and vowed to 
work for the common good, fri- 
endship with the Soviet union and 
to “defend socialism against any 
imperialist attack.” 

Some 224,000 youngsters or 97 
per cent of those eligible will take 
part in the springtime “jug- 
endweihe" (youth dedication) 
ceremonies this year. 

The oath is the high-point of a 
programme that includes music 
and readings from poetry and 
prose reflecting Communist pri- 
orities and values. 

The Jugendweihe is a Com- 
munist and atheistic ceremony 
dating from the start of the cen- 
tury when it was devised as an alt- 
ernative to religious confirmation. 

It was revived by East Germany in 
1954 and a huge campaign mou- 
nted to persuade all youngsters to 
take part. 

By 1958 some 45 per cent of 
youngsters took the oath and in 
1960 tbe figure was up to 88 per 
Cpnt. • 

1 Officially it was to be a non- 
sectarian ceremony compatible 
with membership of a church, but 
Protestant and Catholic bishops 
declared it incompatible with Chr- 
istianity. 

While the Protestant Church 
now tolerates the oath taking. 
Catholic bishops issued pastoral 
letters calling on Catholics to boy- 
cott the ceremony, saying those 
who took part knowing its atheist 
implications committed a sin aga- 
inst frith. 

Participation is officially vol- 
untary, but some zealous school 
heads, anxious to improve their 
standing by achieving 1 00 per cent 
compliance, exert huge pressure - 
on wavering parents and children. 

The oath itself follows a series 
of 10 “youth lessons” that instruct 
participants in its meaning and 
help prepare them for lives as 
good socialists. 

A* class trip — only for those ! 


who have agreed to take the oath 
— is included, usually to a mem- 
orial to victims of Nazi terror at a 
former concentration camp. 

An official of the central com- 
mittee for the Jugendweihe. Erh- 
ard Ruempel, told Reuters the les- 
sons were an important exp- 
erience for the youngsters. “It is 
not just moral teaching — nat- 
urally there are moral aspects — 
but youth really experiences som- 
ething here. 

“The oath is a recognition of 
their state, their society, and the 
youth lessons that precede it serve 
to make the meaning of the oath 
clear.” 

It was not a substitute for con- 
firmation, he said, and par- 
ticipation was completely vol- 
untary. 

Even for the majority who ent- 
husiastically join in the Jug- 
endweihe, it can be a financial 
nightmare. Most of the 14- 
year-olds get lavish gifts and a new 
set of clothes for the occasion and 
a big par(y is held in a local bar or 
at home in the evening. 

For the eighth grade at the sixth 
senior school in East Berlin’s 
Marzahn district, a massive new 
high-rise settlement on the edge of 
the city, the venue for the Jug- 
endweihe was a local cinema. 

A professional wind orchestra 
and a study baritone entertained 
with music by Handel and stirring 
songs evoking proletarian pat- 
riotism and impending adulthood 
with titles like “our land is young 
just like our lives." 

The nervous chatter as the you- 
ngsters waited to file into the filled 
auditorium belied excitement at 
the occasion, though a few looked 
bored or blase about the affair. 

An orator, theatre manager 
Klaus Urban, told them they were 
.about to be adopted into the great 
community of the working people 
and warned against striving for 
money and possessions.

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Canada finds another Klondike 

Canada's biggest gold-rush in 50 year s has transformed a once for- century. . j[ ........ . , 


Canada's biggest gold-rush in 50 years has transformed a once for- 
gotten waste land into the site of a world-class mine comparable with 
those in South Africa. George Miffing- Stanley, recently in Canada, 
. reports. 


FOR years Canadians virtually 
ignored the bleak countryside 
around the railway hah of Hernia 
on. Lake. Superiors north shore. 
The level lie of the land seemed 
the area's only advantage, making 
it suitable for routing the main 
Canadian Pacific railway line acr- 
oss the country and the Trans- 
Canada Highway. 

Apart from its bleakness, the 
area is bitterly cold. The town of 
White River, just east of Hemlo, 
takes perverse pride in claiming 
the lowest temperature recorded 
in Canada — a breathtaking minus 
72 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Today, however. Hemlo is far 
from quiet, thanks mainly to Don 
McKinnon, the prospector who in 
1980 made the discovery which 
started the biggest gold-rush in 
Canada since the finds at Yel- 
lowknife in the northwest ter- 
ritories SO years ago. 

The Hemlo gold deposits sho- 
uld ensure for many years to come 
that Canada retains its ranking of 
third in world gold production, 
behind only South Africa and the 
Soviet Union, with the area add- 
ing something over a quaner to 
Canada's present production of 68 
tonnes a year. 

McKinnon's interest in Hemlo 
was sparked off in the late 1960s, 


when a casual conversation with 
an old prospector led him to seek 
out the records of a 17th century 
journey across that part of Canada 
by two French explorers in which 
they referred to showings of gold. 
His search through the archives 
culminated in his theory that pre- 
vious prospectors had been loo- 
king for the wrong type of deposit. 

A Canadian gold deposit typ- 
ically consists of a series of tiny 
quartz veins wandering this way 
and that through quantities of bar- 
ren host rock. 

McKinnon's theory was borne 
out. The deposits turned out to be 
located in a wide band of rock 
lying between two other, non- 
goldbearing, strata. They are, in 
fact, more akin to the rich gold 
reefs of South Africa’s Wit- 
watersrand than to anything els- 
ewhere in Canada. 

The nature of the deposits was 
established in January 1981, when 
the little-known Vancouver exp- 
loration company International 
Corona Resources started to drill 
the area recommended by McK- 
innon. 

In December 1979 McKinnon 
had started to stake claims in the 
Hemlo district. The mechanics of 
this process have not changed 
materially since the turn of the 


century. 

McKinnon hawked these cla- 
ims, and his theory on the qature 
of the gol^iepoSBraroudd jhe 
big^iininggroups in Toronto, hub 
['ofuie eastern Canada financial 
istablishment, but without suc- 


>9 the wake of scandals over 
speculative issues in the past, the 
Toronto Stock Exchange had bro- 
ught in stricter regulations — too 
strict, according to some — and 
the junior exploration companies 
had packed thetf'bags and fled to 
the more congenial climate of 

Vancouver. 

Mr. McKinnon had little choice 
but to follow. He eventually^ truck 
a deal with Vancouver’s most 
famous stock promoter, Murray 
(.‘‘The Pesf*) Pezim. for whoci\lhe 
description “flamboyant" might 
have been invented. Mr. Pezim 
used the previously dormant Int- 
ernational Corona Resources as 
his vehicle for the Hemlo area. 

Corona brought in the much 
larger Teck Corporation as its par- 
tner in the Hemlo property, with 
Teck paying C$5 (US $3.9) per 
share for 200,000 Corona shares. 
The C$1 million Corona received 
went towards the cost of a fea- 
sibility study on the proposed 
mine, with Teck earning the right 
to acquire 55 per cent of the joint 
venture in return for financing the 
mine to production. 

Initially some members of the 
Toronto mining establishment 


regarded the deal with disdain, 
believing Teck had paid far too 
high a price in its eagerness to grab 
a piece of the Hemlo action. How- 
ever, encouraging drilling results 
continued to flood in from Corona 
and later from Lac Minerals. Eve- 
ntually the big Noranda Mines 
also took the plunge. 

Noranda' s deal, with Goliath 
Gold Mines and Golden Sceptre 
Resources, also involved an initial 
investment by the senior group in 
the juniors, at a substantial pre- 
mium to the then market price, 
intended as compensation for pre- 
vious spending on exploration. 

What raised the eyebrows of the 
Toronlo establishment was the 
money paid by Noranda. about 
C$6 million, and the group's 
commitment to bringing a mine 
intd'production within only two 
years. 

Noranda may be spending som- 
ewhere in excess of C$200 million 
on Golden Giant, but the deposit's 
estimated seven million oz of gold 
at a grade comparable with all but 
the top three or four South Afr- 
ican mines ensures its place as a 
world-class mine. The mine sho- 
uld come into production early 
next year, well ahead of the two 
others which are being con- 
structed by Teck and Lac Min- 
erals. 

What is startling about Golden 
Giant, as Gil Leathley, a Scot who 
is Noranda's mine manager on the 
site, points out. is the planned 
eventual extraction rate — 4.000 


tons of ore a day. In Canada a 
typical gold mine would treat bet- 
ween 500 and 1 .000 tons a day. 

Both Noranda's Golden Giant 
and the Teck mine have their hea- 
dframes in position — the str- 
ucture which straddles the top of 
the shaft and houses the hoisting 
gear and storage bins for ore and 
waste rock. But where Teck has 
only just completed the ins- 
tallation of basic services such as 
power. Noranda has already built 
much of the processing plant. 

In addition. Teck's shaft is at 
present only about 50 ft deep, 
while Noranda’s is 400 ft down on 
the way to its target of 4.000 ft. 

A loser in the Hemlo gold-rush 
is, in a sense, the Toronto Stock 
Exchange, which seems to have 
accepted the popular verdict that 
it was too well regulated to be able 
to play a significant pan in the 
fund raising for a venture such as 
Hemlo at the outset. The exc- 
hange has recently staned exp- 
erimenting with a form of junior 
listing for the riskier enterprises. 

The Vancouver Stock Exc- 
hange and Murray Pezim, by con- 
trast. have grabbed plenty of hea- 
dlines for their part in Hemlo's 
development. One of Pczjm's lat- 
est moves is to use the'capiial- 
raising qualities of the Vancouver 
market to allow some members of 
his group of companies to fund 
other (Canadian exploration pro- 
jects — ironically, in pannership 
with Noranda. 

The big winner, though, looks 
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likely to be Lac Minerals. Lac did 
not have to buy its way into Hemlo 
by doing a deal with one of the' 
junior companies, but quietly pic- 
ked up its huge acreage while nea- 
rly everyone else was dismissing 
the area's potential. 

“All involved in Hemlo. how- 
ever. face an additional unc- 
ertainty in the legal squabbling 
over ownership — which is not 
uncommon in big mining dis- 
coveries. Lac's chairman. Peter 
Allen, is sanguine: ‘‘Experience 
suggests that nothing will be all- 
owed to stand in the way of the 
rapid exploitation of this world- 
class deposit.” That implies that 


the groups involved will find a 
compromise. A settlement may be 
harder to achieve with the other 
group claiming ownership of 
Hemlo — the Northern Superior 
Ofibwa Chiefs' Council, rep- 
resenting 2.000 Red Indian, who 
have announced their intention of 
taking their case to court. 

However, there are no signs of 
panic among the mining com- 
panies. No one seems able to rec- 
all the last time the Indians won a 
battle on Canadian soil. 

What, though, happened to the 
man who discovered Hemlo? No 
one knows what McKinnon made 
out of the discovery in financial 


terms. At last sighting, he was 
being feted as one of the stars of 
the annual convention of the Pro- 
spectors and Developers Ass- 
ociation in Toronto. But antid all 
the admiration, he gave the imp- 
ression of a man more at ease with 
rocks than people.

China exports ‘ stereo ' fish-breeding 


China has airlifted hundreds o f thousands o f carp to Libya and dozens 
offish experts to .Asian nations. It is exporting its fish-rearing tec- 
hnology. including the- peculiar technique of "stereo fish-breeding."

PEKING — China, which has 
been breeding carp and other fish 
for centuries, is beginning to exp- 
ort this technology, old and new, 
to other Asian and even African 
nations. 

Earlier this year 350,000 tiny 
fish of four carp species were air- 
lifted to Libya. Fifteen Chinese 
experts had preceded them by one 
month to select sites for the fish, 
and they win stay for a year to 
advise on breeding techniques, 
feeding, and. disease prevention 
and treatment. i . . 

Chinese techniques concentrate 
on cheap natural food for the fish 
in natural ponds and waterways, 
so the technology is suitable for 
developing countries. 

A commune on the outskirts of 
Wuxi in eastern China has dev- 
eloped "stereo fish-breeding^’. 
‘•Stereo” literally means “in three 
dimensions” , and the technique of 


Helie People's Commune uses all 
the ecological dimensions of a 
pond to raise seven species of fish 
in the same body of water. 

Silver and big head carp dine on 
plankton which floats on the top; 
below them grass carp eat the 
water weeds; black carp hunt for 
shellfish and molluscs on the bot- 
tom. The other three species — 
common and crucian carp and 
bream — eat leftovers, which pre- 
vents the decay of this material on 
the bottom and improves the qua- 
lity of the water for ail. 

Common and crucian carp root 
around in the silt at the pond bot- 
tom, turning over -the silt, spe- 
eding the decomposition of org- 
anic matter and enriching the 
water. 

The peasants further enrich the 
fishes’ diet with duckweed cul- 
tivated on the pond’s surface and 
soyabeans, pumpkin or sweet pot- 
atoes grown nearby, as well as 
with shellfish collected from rivers 


and lakes. 

This one commune annually 
harvests 500-1.000 kilogrammes 
of fish from each hectare of fis- 
hpond (450-890 Ibs/acre). 

Chinese peasants are actively 
raising fish in about 2 per cent of 
the nation's rice fields, and are 
harvesting 40.700 tonnes of fish a 
year. According to Professor Ni 
Dashu of the Institute of Aqu- 
abiology of China, this practice 
not only gives fish protein but can 
raise grain production by 10 per 
cent. 

“Fish devour harmful insects, 
help free the paddies of weeds and 
loosen and fertilise the fields", he 
said, adding that some species 
aloso eat mosquito larvae. 

In Shunde county in south 
China., peasants manage to com- 
bine fish breeding Hvith'sOkwornW 
breeding. Mulberry trees pre- 
ferred by the worms are planted 
on the banks of the fishponds and 
the leaves are used to feed the fish. 
The silkworm droppings and chr- 
ysalis (puae) are also excellent fish 
feed, and the pond silt is a good 
fertiliser for the trees. Fish, sil- 
kworms and trees nourish one ano- 
ther in a closed, man-made sys- 


tem. • 

The U.N. Development Pro- 
gramme and the Food and Agr- 
iculture Organisation asked China 
to establish a permanent fish bre- 
eding research and training centre 
near Wuxi, and the centre is alr- 
eady training would-be breeders 
from Asian and Pacific countries 
in the intricacies of pond man- 
agement, artificial hatching, fish 
feed and use of fertilisers. 

China began sending experts 
abroad as early as 1971. when 
Afghanistan wanted advice on rai- 
sing fish in reservoirs. In the early 
1980s a team of six Chinese went’ 
to work in Egypt and today several 
experts are based in Sri Lanka. 

In many Asian nations fre- 
shwater -Fish- provide a. high pro-, 
portion of national protein intake. 
In Indonesia, the rice fields pro- 
duce about a quarter of the fre- 
shwater fish output, and fish pro- 
vides two-thirds of the animal pro- 
tein eaten. lush accounts for about 
80 per cent of the animal protein 
eaten in Bangladesh. Thus pro- 
jects to improve freshwater fish 
yields can help improve national 
nutrition. — Earthscan feature.

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Soviet Olympics chief ready 
to listen to Samaranch 


MOSCOW (R) — Soviet Oly- 
mpics chief Marat Gramov Sat- 
urday said he was ready for a dia- 
logue on Moscow’s decision to 
pull out of the Summer Games in 
Los Angeles but gave no ind- 
ication that Moscow would rec- 
onsider its decision. 

A senior international Oly- 
mpics official Mario Vazquez 
Rana. quoted Gramov as saying 
Moscow had many reasons for pul- 
ling out and had carefuDy thought 
about the move beforehand. 

The Soviet sports chief pro- 
mised he would meet Int- 
ernational Olympic Committee 
(IOC) President Juan Antonio 
Samaranch to discuss the boycott 
and would also attend a meeting of 
world sports officials in Lausanne 
next Friday. 

Vazquez Rana, President of the 
Association of National Olympic 


Committee (NOCs), met Soviet 
NOC chief Gramov for two hours 
in Moscow Saturday to try to urge 
him to reverse the pullout. 

As they were meeting Laos 
announced it would refuse to take 
part in the games, following sim- 
ilar announcements by East Ger- 
many, Bulgaria, Mongolia and 
Vietnam. 

Czechoslovakia also Saturday 
announced it would not take part. 
In terms of medals won, Cze- 
choslovakia came 1 3th at the 1 980 
Moscow Olympics with two gold, 
three silver and nine bronze. 

Vazquez Rana told reporters 
after Saturday’s Moscow talks: “I 
gave him (Gramov) a thousand 
reasons for taking part in the 
games but he also gave me very 
many reasons for not going.” 

Gramov said he was keen to 
hold talks with Samaranch to hear 


his views on the issue, the Mexican 
sports official added. Gramov had 
not stated that the boycott dec- 
ision was final but had also given 
no assurances that Moscow might 
reconsider it. 

Samaranch has said he hopes to 
fly to Moscow in the coming days 
and band Soviet leader Kon- 
stantin Chernenko a letter from 
President Reagan offering gua- 
rantees for athletes’ security. 

He said he was pleased Gramov 
planned to attend the IOC mee- 
ting io Lausanne and it would be 
good for the Soviet sports chief to 
hear international Olympics off- 
icials there. 

Western diplomats said Vaz- 
quez Rana appeared to have been 
given no sign that Moscow was 
prepared to negotiate its decision 
to pull out. 


Leonard survives knockdown, wins 


bout then quits boxing again 


WORCESTER, Massachusetts 
(R) — Sugar Ray Leonard sur- 
vived the first knockdown of his 
professional boxing career to win 
a 10-round fight unimpressively, 
here Friday — and that convinced 
him his comeback after major eye 
surgery was a mistake. 

In an unexpected ann- 
ouncement after stopping fellow 
American Kevin Howard in the 
ninth of 10 scheduled rounds, 
Leonard said he was again retiring 
— this time for good. 

“I'm announcing my retirement 
tonight,” the 27-year-old former 
world welterweight and junior 
middleweight champion said after 
his first fight in 27 months fol- 
lowing two eye operations. 

Leonard added: “ I had to find 
out for myself. And it just wasn’t 
there. And if it wasn't there ton- 
ight, it never will be. There's no 
sense in fooling myself. So T m ret- 
iring for good." 

The ex-champion admitted he 
was concerned about his eyes. “I 
was apprehensive," said Leonard, 
who previously announced his ret- 
irement in November. 1982 after 
undergoing surgery two years ago. 


for a partially detached retina on 
his left eye. 

L&onarcTs apprehension sho- 
wed, particularly in the early rou- 
nds. when he spent most of his 
time dancing around the ring. He 
appeared tentative during much of 
the bout as Howard, who was 
given little chance, carried the 
fight to the ex-champion. 

Leonard fought in flurries. 
Though he scored with a number 
of his rapid-fire combinations, his 
timing was off and he missed far 
more punches than he landed. 

The punch that signalled the 
end of Leonard’s career was a 
right-hand lead by Howard mid- 
way through the fourth rouad. 

Leonard had landed a quick 
left-right-left combination to the 
body, when Howard caught him 
with a right that sent Leonard to 
the floor. 

Leonard bounced up without a 
count. “I wasn't hurt,” he said 
later. “It was more shock than 
anything else. I went back to my 
corner after the round and I knew 
it wasn’t there. And the next three 
rounds, it wasn't there, either." 


Yet Leonard scored often eno- 
ugh with combinations to the head 
and body to lead on the scorecards 
of referee Flaherty and the two 
judges going into the ninth round, 
although Flaherty had him ahead 
by one point. 

In the ninth round, Leonard 
caught Howard with a solid left to 
the head. He followed with a bar- 
rage of combinations to the head 
and body but was unable to put the 
Philadelphia fighter down. 

Howard did not appear to be in 
any trouble, but suddenly Flaherty 
stepped between the fighters, gra- 
bbed Howard and signalled an end 
to the bout at 2:28 of the round. 

Leonard said he decided to ret- 
urn because he missed the com- 
petition and because he felt be had 
not achieved all his goals in box- 
ing. One of his major objectives, 
he said, was to fight undisputed 
middleweight champion Marvin 
Hagler. 

Leonard received $3 million for 
Friday night’s bout, his 33rd vic- 
tory against a lone setback to 
Roberto Duran of Panama. 

Howard earned $ 1 00,000 — by 
far his biggest payday. 


Unseeded Spaniard 

adds Vilas to 
victims list 


HAMBURG. West Germany (Rj 
— Unseeded Juan Aguilera of 
Spain added another big name to 
his list of victims as he beat Arg- 
entina's Guillermo Vilas to reach 
the final of the West German 
Tennis Open Saturday. 

Aguilera, who beat reigning 
champion Yannick Noah of Fra- 
nce Friday, won 7-6. 6-3 in a 
match lasting more than two 
hours. 


In Sunday's final he meets Hen- 
rik Sundsirom. who beat fellow 
Swede Mats Wilandcr for the sec- 
ond successive time. 

Aguilera, ranked 36th in the 
world, showed the cooler nerve on 
the big points, saving four set poi- 
nts in the opening set after Vilas 
served at 5-4 and 40- love. 

He trailed 3-1 in the tie-break 
but pulled off five points in a row 
before taking it 7-4. 

The Spaniard consistently baf- 
fled Vilas with a series of perfectly 
judged lobs when the Argentine 
came to the net. 

Two lobs in the opening game of 
the second set helped him to break 
Vilas’ service to love. Then Agu- 
ilera saved six break points on the. 
next service for a two-love lead. 

Vilas putied back to 2-2 but the 
steady Spaniard broke again imm- 
ediately and held on for victory. 

Aguilera, a former pop group 
drummer who quit the game for 
two years as a teenager, won his 
first Grand Prix at Aix- 
en-Provence in France recently. 

Sundstrom. the 10th seed, rep- 
eated his recent win over Wil- 
ander in the final of the Monte 
Carlo Open, breaking his com- 
patriot's service seven times in a 
gruelling match played almost ent- 
irely from the baseline. The score 
was 6-2. 7-5. 

Wilander won nine tou- 
rnaments in 1 983 but has sttll to 
lift a title this year. 

It was the third time he has suf- 
fered at the hands of a fellow 
Swede in major events recently. 
Stefan Edberg beat him in last 
month’s Grand Prix final in Milan. 

Sundstrom, who was both ste- 
adier and more aggressive than 
Wilander. said afterwards: “Pm 
very happy with my game this 
week. Everything seems to be 
working well."

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Libyan economy hit by 
decline in oil revenue

TRIPOLI — The Libyan eco- 
nomy ts shgwfag signs of strain as a 
stamp in oil exports and CoL 
Moammar Qadhaffs costly plan 
to attain total Self-sufficiency in a

Dec lining o3 exports, brought 
on by the current glut on world 
markets, have slashed Libya’s 
revenue from $22 billion a year in 
1981 to less than half that araouDL 
Oil revenue is not expected to rise 
.above $10 bfllkm this year if Libya 
■wmintains its current production 
level of 1.1 billion barrels per day. 

Libya’s total reserves in Feb- 
ruary 1984- were estimated at $4.7 
billion, down from the September 
1983 figure -of $5.2 billion. 

Libya is dependent on oil for 
about 99 per cent of its dev- 
elopment plans and the reduction 
in oil revenue has forced the int- 
roduction of austerity measures 
which the Libyans, having reaped 
the benefits of the ofl boom of the 
1970s, are finding hard to accept. 

Much of the oil wealth is ear- 
marked for Mr. Qadhaffs mam- 
moth agricultural and irrigation 
projects by which be hopes to turn 
the desert into a giant oasis and 
attain total self-sufficiency. The 
most ambitious plan is the great 
man-made river scheme across the 
desert. 

But the 1 984 allocation for dev- 
elopment plans has been slashed 
for the third year in a row to 2.2 
billion Libyan dinars ($6.5 billion) 
in 1984, an 11 per cent cut from 
1983, in an effort to deal with the 
reduced oil .revenue. 

Diplomats said the Libyans 
were now evading payments due 
to foreign companies, especially 
the small ones. “ Many companies 
are having to run for their 
money." one Western diplomat 
said. 

Id addition to scrapping some 
development plans to reduce exp- 
enditure, the Libyan People's 
Congress — the equivalent of a 
parliament — has also cut back on 
imports even of basic com- 
modities. 

There are rows of empty shelves 
at the gigantic Peoples’ Sup- 
ermarkets where it is possible to 
see a huge stock of Danish-made 
sliced -Cheddar-cheese one— day- 
and virtually no cheese the nexras 
people tend to hoard. 

Butter has been missing from 
the markets for months and cuc- 
umbers cost an average ($6 a kilo 
($2.75 per pound). 

"There is supply problem bec- 
ause of a decline in oil exports," 
one diplomat said. “ Nobody is sta- 
rving but the shops are empty.” 

He said in addition to the sho- 
.rtage of money the scarcity of 
some commodities was due also to 
inefficient distribution and the 
fact that the state-owned sup- 


ermarkets are not commercially 
minded. He said it was not unusual 
for petrol stations in Libya to run 
out of petrol because of bad dis- 
tribution. 

Libyan imports however are 
down from 2.1 billion dinars ($7.2 
billion) in 1982 to 1.7 billion din- 
ars ($5.6 billion) in 1984. - 

The Libyan weekly newspaper 
Green March last month tried a 
subtle approach in preparing the 
Libyans for a new measure to stop 
imports of meat. 

The newspaper devoted two 
pages to praising the nutritional 
value of chickens and eggs with 
the headline "what if we stopped 
importing meat to save millions of 
dinars for agricultural and ind- 
ustrial projects." 

Although Col. Qadhafi is cre- 
dited with having abolished pov- 
erty in a country of three minion 
inhabitants and of improving sta- 
ndards of living with housing pro- 
jects, diplomats say some of bis 
agricultural policies are rather 
unrealistic. 

They Doted that growing grapes 
in Libya is proving more exp- 
ensive than importing them from 
Spain. But CoL Qadhafi insists on 
achieving-, bis goal of self- 
sufficiency and will not slash, the 
project despite the cost. 

Last month Col. Qadhafi went a 
step further in realising his dream 
of building a society of “partners 
not wage workers” — a popular 
slogan now in Libya. He has taken 
steps to totally eradicate private 
enterprise. 

First bit were pastry shops, 
rugmakers and artisans which 
were forced to close. Barbers and 
mechanics will be the next to go as 
Col. Qadhafi seeks to ins- 
titutionalise the last remnants of 
the private sector. 

But this method is not proving 
to be an efficient alternative as 
Libyan workers, stripped of any 
incentive for profit-making are 
showing less productivity. . 

The stalls at the once-bustling 
Tripoli market, whose roads twist 
from Green Sqaure to the Med- 
iterranean, are shuttered. 

One diplomat said the Libyans 
were not happy that, with the Isl- 
amic fasting month of Ramadan 
coming up, they could not find 
sweets and pastries, usually eaten 
,at the end of the fasting hour. 

- - Col. Qadhafi has alienated the 
' educated classes by ordering sal- 
ary cuts in what he claims is an 
effort to halt exploitation. A doc- 
tor’s monthly salary has been sla- 
shed to a mere 350 Libyan dinars 
($1,182) while a driver earns 300 
dinars ($1,013). 

Among the measures passed by 
the General Peoples’ Congress 
last February were the reduction 
of foreign labour, allocations for 
travel abroad, and the reduction in 
the nan: tier of the Peoples’ Bur- 
eaux (embassies) and the number 
of employees in them.

KUWAIT (AP) — The Nigerian 
minister of petroleum and energy 
was quoted here Friday as aff- 
irming his country s adherence to 
the OPEC-decreed pricing sys- 
tem and excluding any inter- 
OPEC conflict arising over pro- 
duction quotas. 

Mr. Tam David-West stressed 
however that the Nigerian gov- 
ernment, which took over in a mil- 
itary coup last January, had inh- 
erited a “crumbling economic sit- 
uation" that could only be red- 
ressed with development and imp- 
rovement of the Nigerian oil ind- 
ustry on which the country dep- 
ended for 90 per cent of its inc- 
ome, he said. Mr. David-West left 
later Friday at the conclusion of a 
three-day surprise visit he paid 
here for meetings with Arab oO 
ministers gathered for the bi-. 
annual session of the Organisation 
of Arab Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OAPEC) including 
Saudi Arabia's Sheikh Ahmad 
Zaki Yamani and Kuwait* s Sheikh 
Ali Khalifa Al Sabah. 

No details were available on the 
outcome of the talks, but Mr. 
David- West had made it clear in 
arrival statements that his country 
sought an increase in its OPEC- 
decreed production rate of 1.3 
million barrels daily to be arr- 
anged within the framework of the 
world cartel. 

“There wiD be no conflict within 
OPEC." Mr. David-West told the 
Kuwait News Agency before his 
■departure." "And we have not 
sold any quantities of crnde*ofl 
outside the OPEC pricing system, 
although we are in the process of 
restructuring our economic ske- 
leton." 

The* 13-nation Organisation" of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) in which Nigeria is a 
member, had clamped a pro- 
duction ceiling for its member sta- 
tes and slashed the price per barrel 
of crude oil March 1983 in face of 
the glut on the world oO market. 

An OPEC Monitoring Com- 
mittee met May 6 in Vienna and 
decided to maintain the pro- 
duction and pricing systems.

LONDON (AP) — Coal, rafl and 
steel unions agreed Friday to res- 
tore coal supplies to a steel plant in 
Scotland, ending a week of violent 
attempts' by pickets to cut the 
plant’s supplies in support of Bri- 
tain’s striking coal miners. 

In return, British Steel Corp., 
owners of the plant, said it would 
cease bringing coal in by truck. 
Scores of pickets were arrested 
outside the plant during the week 
as they tried to prevent some 200 
coal trucks a day from entering the 
plant. 

Mick McGahey, president of 
the Scottish branch of the Nat- 
ional Union of Mineworkeis, said 
the decision by the coal, rail and 
steel unions was unanimous.

U.S. banks to downgrade Venezuelan loans 


WASHINGTON (R) — The Fed- 
eral Reserve Board said Saturday 
it directed U.S. banks to dow- 
ngrade certain loans to Venezuela 
by labelling them “substanard." 
However, the central bank called 
the action routine and part of its 
regular review process. 

“The classification of certain 
Venezuela loans as substanard, 
made during the week of March 5. 
reflected entirely economic and 
technical analysis by the normal 
interagency group of bank exa- 
miners,” the Federal Reserve 
said. 


The interagency group, com- 
posed of Federal Bank regulators, 
meets regularly to review foreign 
loans. It said that “among other 
factors, interest arrears on Ven- 
ezuela’s debt were building." 

The country has a foreign debt 
of around $34 billion and only last 
month received a 90-day ext- 
ension on its debt moratorium. It 
is seeking to reschedule about $15 
billion of debts due in 1983 and 
1984. 

The directive does not require 
banks to take immediate action, 
but calls special attention to Ven- 


ezuela's problems. 

Bankers said the move could be 
a way of prodding Venezuela to 
bring its private sector (ate int- 
erest payments up to date. 

“It could be a way of putting a 
little pressure on the country.” 
one banker said. “It’s a rich cou- 
ntry. they're sitting on a lot of oil." 
another added. 

Although Venezuela is nearly 
current in public sector interest 
payments, late private sector 
payments are estimated between 
$700 million and one billion dol- 
lars. 


German car industry faces i shutdown

(R) — West German met- 
alworkers Friday chose' one of 
Europe’s biggest car component 
firms as their first major strike tar- 
get in a campaign for a 35- 
hour week. 

An employers’ spokesman said

SAN SALVADOR (R) — Jose Napoleon Duarte, due 
to become El Salvador’s first freely elected president 
in 52 years, announced that the army had created a 
special commission to wipe ont human rights abuses 
in its own ranks. 


The 58-year-old president- 
elect told a press conference late 
Friday night after winning Sun- 
day 1 s run-off presidential poll that 
the army had set up a commission 
to study human rights abuse. 

‘They have already created a 
commission to look into these 
problems.” said Mr. Duarte, a 
Christian Democrat. “It is they, 
not I. who will make the changes 
within the armed forces.” 

He re-iterated a promise to cre- 
ate a special presidential com- 
mission to crack down on the not- 
orious death squads and end 
human rights abuses by the cou- 
ntry’s security forces. 

Mr. Duarte, the favoured can- 
didate of the United States, was 
Friday officially declared the win- 
ner of last Sunday's run-off polL 
collecting 53.59 per cent of the 
vote. His far-right opponent Mr. 
Roberto d* Aubuisson. who is all- 
eged to have links with the rightist 
death squads, got 46.40 per cent. 

. The new president will take off- 
ice on June 1. 

Diplomats and government off- 
icials have said Mr. Duane's vic- 
tory will almost certainly lead to 
.deeper American involvement in 
the four-year-old civil war bet- 
ween the U.S.-backed army and 
left-wing guerrillas that has cla- 
imed more than 42,000 lives.

Mr. Duarte said, however, that 
ARENA leaders would receive no 
posts in his government.

Bangladeshi leader bows to opposition 


DHAKA (R) — Bangladesh's 
President Hossain Mohammad 
Ershad bowed Saturday to opp- 
osition demands for a par- 
liamentary election ahead of any 
other polls as a major step towards 
returning the country to dem- 
ocracy. 

He announced in a broadcast he 
had asked the election com- 
mission to hold elections to a 
330-meraber parliament at a sui- 
table date next winter. ' 

He also pledged loyalty to the 
constitution he suspended after 
seizing power in a bloodless mil- 
itary coup in March. 1982, saying 
this was the only way he could res- 
tore democracy. 

Gen. Ershad had earlier set 
May 27 as the date for presidential 
and parliamentary elections but 
abandoned his plans after talks 
with various political parties. 

He said the date for a pre- 
sidential election would be dec- 
ided later after more talks bet- 
ween the government and the 
opposition, but it would not take 


place before the parliamentary 
polls. 

“We are aiming for a national, 
consensus in every way, because 
we have no other options left,” be 
said. 

Gen. Ershad held talks with 
opposition parties following a ser- 
ies of anti-go vemment protests in 
which ar least 12 people were kil- 
led and 200 injured. 

Two majoT alliances of 22 par- 
ties urged him to lift martial law, 
restore powers to the country's 
judiciary and hold parliamentary - 
elections before any other polls.

Gen. Ershad said Saturday his 
two years of martial law rule was 
being phased out, paving the way 
for a civilian government. 

“We are gradually relaxing 
martial law and taking it to a stage 
where you. will have seen that it 
has totally disappeared when an 
elected government takes over,” 
he said.

SINGAPORE (R) — Singapore 
Saturday unveiled a new election 
plan for parliament, dominated by 
Prime Minister Lee Kuan Yew’s 
Peoples' Action Party (PAP), that 
will ensure a limited number of 
opposition members. 

The plan mil involve changing 
election laws to bring about a pol- 
itical system that PAP Organising 
Secretary and Defence Minister 
Goh Chok Thong'said in the off- 
icial party organ Petir would be 
unique m the world. 

Mr. Goh, regarded as a pot- 
ential candidate to succeed Mr. 
Lee, said the plan, still to be given 
final approval, was to satisfy a 
public desire for some opposition 
“to serve as a check on the gov- 
ernment”. 

He said; “An opposition in par- 
liament win also dispel, once and 
for all, the imagined belief that 
there could be any wrong doing or 
cove mps by the government.” 

The PAP, which has ruled the 
island state of 2.5 million people 
since independence 20 years ago, 


swept all general elections in the 
past. Opposition parties com- 
plained that they were given no 
room to grow while the giant PAP 
party machinery spread its inf- 
luence throughout the society.

WASHINGTON (R) -- Differing 
U.S. and Mexican approaches to 
the conflicts in Central America 
arc sure to produce mutual rec- 
riminations when Mexican Pre- 
sident Miguel de la Madrid begins 
a state visit here next week, acc- 
ording to diplomatic sources on 
both sides. 

Apart from Central America, 
Mr. Dc la Madrid, on a three-day 
visit starting on Tuesday, would 
discuss bilateral trade with Pre- 
sident Reagan. U.S. officials said. 

The American officials said the 
two governments shared the goal 
of peace in Central America but 
disagreed strongly on how to ach- 
ieve it. 

Specific objectives including 
free elections, stopping arms flows 
and the withdrawal of foreign mil- 
itary advisers were drafted by 
Mexico, Venezuela, Panama and 
Colombia, all members of the 
so-called Cantadora Group which 
is searching for ways to achieve 
peace in Central America. 

The resulting document of 21 
objectives was accepted by the 
nations directly and indirectly 
involved in the conflict. The Uni- 
ted States has expressed support 
for the Contadora Group. 

"If you look at the fun- 
damentals. the areas of con r 
vcrgence are greater than the 
areas of difference but the app- 
..roaches arc somewhat different,” 
a State Department official said. 

But on Thursday, Mr. dc ia 
Madrid told the Washington Post 
there was an impasse in the peace 
efforts, which he blamed on the 
“almost total distrust" between 
the U.S. and Nicaragua. 

He said Washington had not 
accepted Nicaraguan signals for 

negotiatiotis.

Regarding trade, officials said 
Mexico was seeking preferential 
trade status through an accord 
that would give it the same ben- 
efits granted to members of the 
General Agreement on Trade and 
Tariffs (GATT). No formal agr- 
eements were expected, they 
added. 

Mexico, which subsidises many 
of its exports, faces U.S. cou- 
ntervailing duties but cannot seek 
arbitration because It is not a 
GATT member. 

Mexico is also concerned about 
the U.S. General System of Pre- 
ferences (GSP), which provides 
duty-free treatment for hundreds 
of goods imported from dev- 
eloping nations and which expires 
next January. 

Officials said Mexico was con- 
cerned as Congress believed the 
GSP should benefit poor dev- 
eloping nations and not the “int- 
ermediates” group to which Mex- 
wo^asprogfttsed. 

Mexican officials have said the 
countiy must export Sll billion 
this year to service its 590-billion 
international debt.

AIDS test raises 
new question 


BOSTON, Massachusetts ( AP) — 
A plood test for AIDS is still 
months away, but already experts 
are agonising over what to tell 
people who show signs of the dis- 
ease. And they’re agonising over 
who else should share this inf- 
ormation. The test will reveal 
which people have been infected 
with the suspected AIDS germ, a 
virus called HTLV-3. But it will 
not single- out those who eve- 
ntually will develop the disease, 
■which attacks the body’s immune 
system, or even those who still 
have the virus in their bodies. 
There is no known cure for Acq- 
uired Immune Deficiency Syn- 
drome. The test probably will be 
sought by people who are at hig- 
hest risk of getting AIDS, mainly 
male homosexuals, drug abusers, 
Haitians and people with hem- 
ophilia. The test will be performed 
on blood that is donated to blood 
banks. Any that shows signs of a 
past infection will be rejected to 
prevent the slim risk of spreading 
AIDS through transfusions. The 
problem arises in deciding what — 
if anything — to let people whose 
blood has been rejected, for no 
one knows precisely what a pos- 
itive result on the AIDS test will
